sea to England from Scandinavia, and 
tho summer visitors, nightingales* and 
swallows, from Southern Europe or Af­ 
rica even. 
Long feats of flight arc per­ 
formed I >y some others, such ns tho frig­ 
ate or m a n - o f - w a r bird, which is some­ 
times' Iou nJ Hunting for food in tho At- 
lar.jA; more than 1,000 miles from shore. 
Yet it never seems to tire or to seek rest 
either on the surface of the sea or in the 
rigging of a ship, and it is not known to 
visit the land except at tho return of the 
breeding season.

T he famous big trees of California, 
850 to 400 feet high and proi>ortionatcly 
thick, are on public land, subject to en­ 
try at $1.25 an acre, and may bo bought 
up and destroyed by whoever w ishes to 
make use of them.

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Gambling in Grain* 


The language of tho business 
changes of the country, as well as the 
actual method pursued in 
effecting 
transactions, especially of a speculative 
charade® is to most persons a closed 
book. 
To any one visiting the Produce 
Exchange, 
for instance, 
and 
lis­ 
tening "to 
the 
jargon 
by means 
of 
"which 
millions; of 
bushels 
of grain change hands, the scene is one 
of chaos, and the quotations shouted 
out at the top of the brokers’ lungs are 
wholly unmeaningless. 
The object of 
the “cair1 is also somewhat of a mys­ 
tery to an outsider. 
A prominent bro­ 
ker gave a rej>orter of the Evening Post 
some information this morning as to all 
these points, which may prove to be of 
interest to others: 
“The Produce Exchange,” said this 
gentleman, is a commercial club, in 
the rooms of which most of tile whole­ 
sale produce business of the city is done. 
Of course, there is nothing to prevent 
a man who is not a member of the Ex­ 
change going from office to office and 
selling or buying as many bushels of 
wheat or barrels of flour as he wishes, 
but the price established at the Ex­ 
change regulates the market, and the 
fact remains that more than nine-tenths 
of the business is done on ’Change. The 
membership of the Exchange has re­ 
cently been limited to 3,000 members, 
the present building has long been too 
small. 
Twice a day the members of 
the Exchange meet at the “call,” which 
is the technical name for an auction, 
held solely for the purpose of establish­ 
ing a recognized or oflicial price for 
grain aud produce. 
One of the em­ 
ployees of the Exchange officiates as 
auctioneer and calls out the leading 
staples, offering to sell or buy, accord­ 
ing to the wishes of the members. The 
auctioneer asks and receives bids upon 
grain, the highest bidder buying the 
hit. 
Tl»e price received is the quota­ 
tion for that call—the afternoon or 
morning call. 
This quotation does not 
govern the price at which members may 
buy and sell between themselves, but 
officially recognized a quotation which 
can be telegraphed all over the coun­ 
try. 
The amount of grain publicly sold 
aud bought on call does not average 
one-fiftieth of the business of the day, 
but the transactions off call are enor­ 
mous, 800,000 bushels of wheat having 
recently been sold in one lot. 
As the present business of the Pro­ 
duce Exchange is now about one-twen­ 
tieth, or even less, legitimate buying 
and selling for 
consumption, an 
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of export or 
the rest pure specu­ 
lation, the methods of doing business 
are far more complicated than they 
were before speculations in futures 
were 
introduced. 
The expressions 
•March wheat’ or ‘April wheat* mean 
wheat delivered by the seller to the 
buver during the month of March or 
April, the grade being established and 
known as No. 2 red winter wheat. 
‘Cash* wheat means what is actually in 
market, and the speculative element is 
largely absent from dealings in it. 
As 
no one knows what the price of wheat 
may be next month, buying or selling 
‘March wheat’is more or less of a gam­ 
bling operation. 
It follows that the ul­ 
timate value of ‘June wheat* is still a 
cuost uncertain matter. 
Wheat may 
now be bought on the Exchange for 
any month’s delivery and of late ‘year’ 
wheat has become a feature of the 
business—that is, you sell wheat to be 
delivered at any place during the whole 
vear. 
Thus a man buying 8,000 bush­ 
els ‘March wheat’ at HI.33 a bushel 
agrees to receive this wheat at any 
time during March at the price named; 
and the seller agrees to deliver it some 
tirvrs during that month. 
All transac­ 
tions are made upon the basis of 8,000 
bushels or multiples of that quantity. 
Thus thousands of bushels of wheat are 
sold long before it is grown or even 
sown. 
Chicago has heretofore held al­ 
most a monopoly of the speculative 
business in grain, their dealings aver­ 
aging from five to thirty millions of 
bushels a day while we consider five 
millions a heavy day’s business. 
“If speculators who buy or sell to­ 
day April wheat had to wait until April 
to close out the contract, the operations 
of the Exchange would be considerably 
curtailed. 
In order to expedite mat­ 
ters an ingenious method of closing up 
such transactions at anytime regardless 
of time limit has been devised in the 
‘ring’ system. 
For example, suppose 
that A sells 8,000 bushels of April wheat 
to Ii at SI.31; B sells it to C the next 
day at $1,35; C* sells it to D at SI.36; 
A, to close up his transaction, buys 
8,000 bushels from I) at SI.37. All par­ 
ties have now each bought and sold an 
equal quantity of April wheat, and A 
has lost three cents in the transaction. 
B. C. and D have each made a profit; 
to close the transaction they form a 
ring with A, and he pays them their 
share of what they have made or what 
he has lost 
B, C, and D each receive 
one cent a bushel from A, and all four 
are out of the transaction. 
Transac­ 
tions may be ccttled by this ring de­ 
vice by a dozen persons or less wh' 
may have bought and sold April wh<** 
and who arc ready to close out 
“The margin required by brot'1'9 18 
five cents a bushel, or $100 or S,000 
bushels, and the brokerage 
on©- 
fourth cent per bushel, or 
on th® 
entire transaction of buying*od selling 
a boat load. 
“A lively day on tin Produce Ex­ 
change is when wheat Actuates in val­ 
ue more than two centi a bushel. 
'I'he 
most violent fluctuation in wheat known 
in our Exchange during the last few 
years has been fiv* cents a bushel. 
Chicago the variations in the value of 
spring wheat, which is the staple of 
speculation there, arc more extended. 
—N. Y. Post. 


The sheriffs have just got through 
holding a convention in Austin, and 
i have dispersed to their respective bail­ 
iwicks. 
There are several points of re­ 
semblance between the sheriffs and ed­ 
itors, one of which is, when they do 
j their full duty they are apt to become 
very 
unpopular. 
When the sheriff 
puts a bad man in jail, and the editor 
puts him in his paper, it is hard to say 
I at which of the two the aggrieved 
party has the biggest spite. 
Sheriffs 
do a great deal of work without any 
compensation except abuse, and so do 
editors. 
It is the duty of the sheriff to 
make himself disagreeable to all class­ 
es of citizens, even to those of high 
social standing. 
The journalist takes 
them off in his paper in his own hap­ 
py style, but the sheriff takes them off 
—to Huntsville, where the penitentiary 
is. 
While sheriffs help a great many 
people to get in, they also help them to 
get out—their purses, and pay up their 
taxes. 
There is a very stroug feeling of 
friendship between the editor anil tho 
sheriff. 
The sheriff is more apt than 
any other man to have an attachment 
for the press, but also for the type and 
other material. 
If the editor is worth 
anything, and can be levied on, the 
sheriff is apt to have an attachment for 
him. too. 
But what is the use of a 
sheriff having au attachment for an ed­ 
itor, when it is a well known fact that 
it is very hard to sell an editor? Yes, 
there is undoubtedly a bond between 
the sheriff and the ordinary editor, but 
unfortunately it is a replevin bond, for 
double the amount of the property lev­ 
ied on. 
A 
sheriff makes 
a 
most 
suc­ 
cessful editor. 
We once had ail illus­ 
tration of this fact. 
We were connect­ 
ed with a journal iii a neighboring city. 
It was a very good paper, but for some 
reason or other, it never made any 
money, although it made a great deal 
of fuss, aud had considerable local in­ 
fluence, which ma}’ be iuferred from 
the fact that it owed almost everybody 
in the town. 
It reminded one very 
much of the condition of affairs iii Tur­ 
key. 
There was a change of adminis­ 
tration every few months on account of 
financial complications. 
Whenever 
three men met in the town at least four 
or five of them had claims against 
the paper. 
Finally, the sheriff, having 
an attachment for it. took charge of it, 
and, although he had no editorial ex­ 
perience whatever, in half an hour he 
realized more money from it. by sale at 
auction, than the proprietors had in 
ten years, so it will be conceded that 
when it comes to realizing money out 
of a newspaper, the sheriff is really 
one of us.— Texas Siftings. 


—A Nashville editor announced in 
his Saturday issue that his Sunday pa­ 
per would contain a love story, the 
characters in which belonged to the 
best society in Knoxville. 
It sold his 
paper well, and the story related to tho 
unsuccessful attempt of a young wo­ 
man named Betear to will the affec­ 
tions of a young man who was already 
engaged to a young lady whom ho 
subsequently married.

properties of wool, as regards moisture 
and heat, Prof. Jaeger makes a curious 
addition. 
He claims to prove that in 
our organization 
there are certain 
gaseous volatile substances, odorous, 
which are continually being liberated 
in the acts of breathing and perspiring, 
and have important relations to mental 
states. 
Two distinct groups appear— 
namely those of pleasure and dislike; 
the 
former substances are exhaled 
during a joyful and pleasant state of 
mind, and produce this state with 
heightened vitality if inhaled. 
Of the 
latter the reverse is true. 
Now, Prof. 
Jaeger contends that sheep’s wool at­ 
tracts the “substances of pleasure,” 
while clothing made of plant fiber fa­ 
vors the accumulation of the offensive 
substances of dislike.
